PENSIONS FOR STATE 


EMPLOYES. 


(By United Press) 


Harnsburg, Aug. 31.—The state re- 


tirement and pensioning system estab- 
lished by act of the last legislature 
wilj come into operation in Pennsyl- 
vania tomorrow. The benefits of the 
new law will apply to all employes of 
the various departments of the state 
government except those whose retire- 
ment is otherwise provided for 
The 


law provides that when an employe 
who has served 25 years should be- 
come physically or mentally incapaci- 
tated from performing his several 
duties, or shall have reached the age 
of 70, with 20 years' continuous ser- 
vice, he shall receive a pension during 
the remainder of his life or (luring the 
continuance of such incapacity, equal 
to one-half the salary he would have 
received had he remained in service.

PENSIONS FOR STATE 


EMPLOYES. 


(By United Press) 


Harnsburg, Aug. 31.—The state re- 


tirement and pensioning system estab- 
lished by act of the last legislature 
wilj come into operation in Pennsyl- 
vania tomorrow. The benefits of the 
new law will apply to all employes of 
the various departments of the state 
government except those whose retire- 
ment is otherwise provided for 
The 


law provides that when an employe 
who has served 25 years should be- 
come physically or mentally incapaci- 
tated from performing his several 
duties, or shall have reached the age 
of 70, with 20 years' continuous ser- 
vice, he shall receive a pension during 
the remainder of his life or (luring the 
continuance of such incapacity, equal 
to one-half the salary he would have 
received had he remained in service.
